This Medicine, at Liſbon, was uni ver- 
fally known by the Name of the German- 
Diet-Drink, from its being given there, for 
many Years, by a German, who, as J 
vas inform'd, had been Phyſician to the 
Queen Dowager of Portugal: Its Succeſs 
was ſo amazing in many Caſes that were 
thought to be incurable, that ſeveral Gentle- 
men reforted thither from England, Italy, 
Holland and other Parts of Europe, in 
Hopes of Relief; ſo that, of late Years, 
Liſbon has not been leſs famous than Mont- 
pelier, for the Means of reſtoring thoſe 
Conſumptive Patients, whoſe Conſtitutions, 
had ſuffered from Venereal Complaints, 
or the improper Uſe of Mercury. 


I have now, for ſeveral Years, given the

Axp as Phyſick at firſt began without 
"Theory, ſo it might in a great Meaſure 
ſubſiſt without it: That had no Share in 
furniſhing Hints, or guiding the wild A.

Bur tho' I ſhall only mention the moſt 
evident Properties by which it expels the 


Venereal Poiſon, or Scorbutic Acrimony; 
yet I am far from limiting its Power of 


Action, ſolely to thoſe Secretions which 
it principally tends to promote; fince 


Medicines often operate by Qualities too 


abſtruſe to be diſcover'd by the Senſes. 


IT may not here be improper to ob- 
ſerve, that the nobleſt and moſt celebrated 
Specificks are not alike ſucceſsful in all 
Caſes ; the divine Powers of Opium do 


not always ſolace the Patient with Inter- 


vals of Eaſe, nor does the moſt prudent 
Uſe of the Bark invariably put a Stop to 


the Progreſs of ati Intermittent ; a con- 


vincing Proof, that the moſt powerful 
Medicine cannot juſtly be warranted in- 
fallible, and a Reaſon too prevailing, to 
allow me the Mention of ſo pompous an 
Epithet, upon this, or any other Oc- 
caſion. 


FoRMERLY, the Liſbon Diet-Drink 
was Chiefly confined to the Cure of the 


Pex and ded and generally, I believe, 
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1 (47 
it may be the moſt prevalent in theſe Diſ- 
eaſes; but it may alſo be given with ad- 
mirable Succeſs in moſt Diſorders that 
ariſe from Acrimony, or a viſcid State of 


the Blood. 


In the Rheumatiſm, and irregular Gouts 
it is of vaſt Service; in which Caſes, I 
have known it afford the moſt ſenſible 
Relief; for it not only diſſolves the ob- 


ſtructing Matter, but blunts the Acrimony 
of the ſharp Juices, and by conveying 


them gradually out of the Body, by the 
ſeveral Secretions, it mitigates the moſt 
ſevere wandering Pains. 


I x produces its Effects in the moſt ſa- 
lutary, gentle Manner, acting principally 
by Perſpiration, Urine, and moderate 
Stools ; inſomuch, that wherever there is 
Suſpicion of a venereal Taint, it may be 
given with the utmoſt Safety and Succeſs. 
to Children, and Women with Child; and 
as Infants are often infected by diſtem- 
per'd Nurſes, or ſometimes born Heirs to 
this cruel Diſeaſe, this Medicine, by its 
Mildneſs, becomes peculiarly adapted to 
the Cure ; being proper in. the molt ten-

der Conſtitutions, and even in Hectic Com- 
plaints, where the Uſe of Mercury would 
be highly prejudicial. 


IN the Cure of Diſeaſes, we are often 


directed to watch the Courſe of Nature, 
and to obſerve with Diligence the Steps 
ſhe takes to free herſelf of every Incum- 
brance ; now in the Yenereal Diſeaſe and 
Scurvy, the Patient is ſometimes ſeiz'd 
with a Flux ofꝰthe Belly, which being an 
Effort of Nature, to throw off the morbid 
Matter by the inteſtinal Glands, ought, 
by all Means, to be encouraged ; agree- 
able to this, 'tis evident that a Medicine 
which is gently laxative, and conſtantly 
keeps the Bowels open, muſt greatly con- 
tribute to the Cure, by affording the Ve- 
nereal Poiſon a free Paſſage out of the 
Body by the Inte/tines, whenever Nature 
determines it that Way: Again, when 
the tainted Juices are thrown outwards, 
and deform the Skin with Eruptions, 
this Medicine, by promoting a free Per- 
ſpiration, will aſſiſt in forwarding their 
Diſcharge. In this Caſe, Dr. Robinſon, 
in his excellent Treatiſe on the Venereal 
Diſeaſe, abſolutely condemns a Salivation, 
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as attended with very pernicious Conſe- 


quences ; for, according to his Opinion, 


it may reſolve the Matter of the Pocky 


Scabs, Blotches, and Ulcers, and oblige 
the tainted Juices, that Nature for her Se- 
curity had flung upon the Skin, to melt 
down, and retreat into the Blood again ; ; 
which is acting both againſt the Laws of 
Nature, and the evident Maxims of the 


Animal OEconomy. 


Tux better to account for the Effects 
of the Dzet-Drink, I ſhall beg Leave to 
conſider, in the ſhorteſt Manner, the Na- 


ture of the Yenereal Poiſon, and the hor- 


rid Conſequences ariſing from it, when 
intimately mixed with the ſeveral Juices ; 
for if the Virus, which, at firſt, was only 
in Poſſeſſion of ſome particular Part, is 
not ſpeedily difengaged from the Place of 
its Reſidence, and carried out of the Body 
by the Power of Medicines, or the Efforts 
of Nature, its Strength will be multiplied 
in Proportion to the Time of its Stay, 
and by Degrees it will inſinuate itſelf into 
the Blood, till the. whole Maſs is conta- 
minated : And as' the Fluids ſeparated 
from it, either in a ſound or diſeas'd State, 

are

are conſtantly converted into Solids, in 
order to ſupply and repair the Loſs of 
what is wore away by the Actions of the 
Body ; that Poiſon which, at firſt, was 
local, will now be univerſally diffus'd 
throughout the Body, and the very Prin« 


ciples of its Exiſtence will become in- 
fected. © 


The Venereal Poiſon is generally ſup- 
pos'd to be of an acid, corroſtve and fi d 
Nature; from one or all of which Pro- 
perties, tis ſuppos' d, almoſt every Symp- 
tom of the Diſeaſe may be accounted for : 
however, it is hard to affirm, with any 
great Certainty, that either the one or the 
other of theſe Qualities actually reſide in 
it ; becauſe, we can only judge of the 
Nets of the Poiſon by the Effects it 
produces. 


FirsT, I imagine it is thought to par- 
take of Acidity, from its coagulating the 
Lymph, and bringing on Obſtructions 
and Tumors in the ſeveral lymphatic 
Glands.

SECONDLY, 'tis deem'd corroſive, from 
the ſtrong Tendency that is obſerv'd in 
Venereal Ulcers to ſpread and eat deeper, 


And laſtly, it is with great Reaſon ſuppos'd 


of a fix d Nature, becauſe, the Infection 
is ſeldom or never communicated by Ef- 


fluvia, as in the Small-Pox, and other 


contagious Diſeaſes. 


Tun Blood, therefore, being alter ' d 


from its ſound State, by the Acrimony of 


the Venereal Poiſon; all the Fluids ſepa- 


rated from it become vitiated, and unfit 


for the Purpoſes of Life; the Solids are 
not only robbed of their due Supply of 
Nouriſhment, but alſo ſuffer greatly from 
the Sharpneſs of the Juices, irritating, 
and at laſt eroding the Veſſels in which 
they circulate; and from this Cauſe ariſe 
Pain and Inflammations, which often ul- 
cerate without a previous Supperation of 
the Part. 


BxsIDts, the Stimulus occaſioned by 
the acrid Fluids, will ſollicit the minute 
Veſſels which are moſt ſenſible, to con- 


tract and force back their Contents into 
| the

the larger Branches, and this, by lefſen- - 


ing the Diameters of the ſeveral Veſſels, 


and preventing a due Circulation, will 


become the immediate Cauſe of Obſtructi- 
on, Tumors, and Caries of the Bones : 
This contractile Diſpoſition. of the Solids 
is not at all Conjecture, but prov'd, from 
Experience, to be Matter of Fact: for 
by examining with a Microſcope, the 
Parts of an Animal in Pain, that is found 
ſufficient to alter the Courſe of the Blood, 
and by the Spaſms it occaſions, will drive 
back the Fluids in their Veſſels, till the 
Stimulus is remov'd ; ſo that from this 
Obſtruction to the Progreſs of the Circu- 
lation, Tumors may probably happen, 
without any preter-natural Thickneſs or 
Coagulation of the Blood. 
Ix DEE D, it is generally thought, that 
at firſt, the infectious Matter acts chiefly 
by coagulating the Juices, which ſtagna- 
ting, acquire a Degree of Acrimony ſuf- 
ficient to erode the Solid Parts, but whe- 
ther the one of theſe Qualities precedes. 
the other, or whether they do not exiſt 
together, from the Time of Infection, 
is a Circumſtance which, I think, has 

never yet been ſufficiently clear'd up, 
Tas 
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Tux Viſcidity of the Blood is alſo the 
Conſequence of the Venereal Poiſon, 
which, concurring with its Acrimony, 
may produce Symptoms almoſt innumer- 
able, and tho' variouſly complicated, yet 
all of them depending upon the two pre- 
ceding ſimple Cauſes, 


Tux Globules of Blood have mutual 
Attractions, which increaſe in Proportion 
to their Surface of Contact, and there are 
ſeveral Properties reſiding in Matter, which 
are found to augment or diminiſh this at- 
tractive Power; Vegetable Acids diſſolve 
it, whilſt mineral acid Spirits infallibly 
coagulate and diſpoſe it to run into pre- 
ternatural Coheſions; and as the Vene 
real Poiſon is ſuppos'd to be of an acid, 
or ſalſo- acid Nature, tis no Wonder that 
it ſhould thicken the Lymph, and bring 
on all the Symptoms conſequent of that 
Quality, viz. Buboes in the Groin, In- 
flammations and Enlargement of the 
Teſtes, with Tumors and Obſtruction of 
the Glands in ſeveral Parts of the Body. 


A vISCID 
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A viscip State of the Blood may like- . 
wiſe happen from à Defect of its Motion 
from any: Cauſe; for as the conſtituent 
Parts of all the animal Fluids are globu- 
lar in their natural State, ſo do they pre- 
ſerve that Figure by the conſtant Revolu- 
tion of their Parts; by which, every ſe- 
perate Particle may be conſiderd as a 
Ball, or ſmall ſphere; continually turn- 
ing round its own Axis, in various Di- 
rections; therefore, as their Motions lan- 
guiſh, or wholly. ceaſe, theſe Particles 
muſt recede from their original globular 
Figure, and aſſume others, more or leſs 
approaching thereunto: But ſince ſpheri- 
cal Particles do,; of all others, contain 
the greateſt Quantity of Matter under the 
leaſt Surface, their Points of Contact, 
inter ſe, muſt be the ſmalleſt, and conſe- 
quently the beſt adapted to compoſe a 
fluid Body; fo that whenever the Juices 
change this Figure for any other that is 
pointed or angular, they are ſaid to be in 
a diſeas d or acrimonious State; and not 
only ſo, but they muſt likewiſe become 
more glutinous and roapy, for the Cohe- 


ſion of their Parts wall be in Proportion 
D to

to their Surface of Contact, and as the 
Quantity of their Surface is increas'd by / 
their new-acquir'd Figure, they muſt, of 
Neceflity, conſtitute a Fluid more viſcid 
and tenacious (than TOO it was cog {78}

prove the greateſt Obſtacle to a free glan- 


dular Secretion, and the venal Blood be- 
ing, by this Means depriv'd of that due 
Supply of Lymph, which, in a natural 
State, dilutes and keeps it fluid, will grow 


thick and unfit for Circulation ; its Motion 


will become languid, and its Return to 
the Heart, thro the ſmall Veſſels, more 
difficult ; and as this Loſs of Motion will 
ſtill become greater and greater, as the 


ſeveral Glands increaſe in their Obſtruc- 


tion, ſo will the Blood's Fa hv be. _ 


mented: more and more. 


Tux Winne of the venereal Poiſon 
being ſuch as to communicate Acrimony,
